After a lengthy campaign and an 
extension of voting, McGills’ TAs 
voted in favour of unionizing last 
December. 

Seventy-three per cent of TAs 
and lab demonstrators voted, with 
59 per cent voting yes. Only official 
documentation from the labour 
department is needed before the 
union becomes official. 

“I think that it’s the result of a 
long number of years of hard work,” 
said Tamara Myers, President of 
the McGill Post-GraduateStudcnts’ 
Society and a History TA. “Every- 
one should feel a great sense of 
accomplishment. It’ll make a big 
difference for TAs at McGill.” 

The union is part of an effort to 
improve conditions for TAs, who 
currently face widely differing 
conditions in different depart- 
ments. 

“Up till now TAs havebccn sub- 
ject to a gentleman’s code of 
behaviour and collegial benefits," 
said Jean-Pierre Bourdeau, a soci- 
ology TA and one of the union 
coordinators. “The Union will help 
to guarantee basic rights such as 
inflation adjustment, grievances, 
holiday pay, and guarantee basic 
minimum standards on paper.” 

A 1987 study commissioned by 
PGSS showed vast wage disparities 
in wages and benefits between TAs 
from different faculties, depart- 
ments, and even within the same 
departments. 

For instance, TAs in Classics were 
paid only $1200 a semester for 12 
hours of work a week, compared to 
$3250 and fees in most other fac- 
ulty of Arts departments. 

Teaching assistants have no 
guarantee of employment for the 
duration of a graduate degree and 
no protection from salary cutbacks 
or limitations on workloads. They 
also lackbasicbenefitssuchaschild 
care facilities and sick leave. And 
there is no mechanism in place to 
deal with grievances or to work to 
improve conditions. 

“The Union will clarify things. 
Administration, professorsand stu- 
dents will all know their roles." said 
Myers. “Now there will be a con- 
tract to be signed. It will make it 
clear who, how much and how 
long.” 

It took nearly a month for the 
referendum to be finalized. Not 
enough people voted in the initial 
referendum on November 24, 25 
and 26 to satisfy Labour Code con- 
ditions. When union organizers 
requested an extension of voting 
time, the university legally ob- 
jected. However, on December 7, 
Labour Commissioner Serge 
Lalande decided to extend the vote. 
On December 16 and 17 over 100 
more people voted, raising the per- 
centage who had voted from 59 
percent to 73 percent. 

“I’m really pleased” said 
Bourdeau. “Turnout was amazing 
for a campus referendum. I’m also 
happy with the way that McGill 
handled it.” 

Bourdeau explains the first low 
turnout on American Thanksgiv- 



ing absentees, students being too 
busy preparing exams and papers 
and not receiving letters from the 
labour Commission, who organ- 
ized the vote. 

“Even during the second refer- 
endum, students who would have 
voted yes were too busy to vote,” 
said Bourdeau. 

Altogether 464 people voted yes 
and 169 no. The turnout within

OTTAWA (CUP) — The On- 
tario government announced at the 
end of last year that it would elimi- 
nate grants from its student aid 
program, a decision that has made 
many students angry. 

Richard Allen, the minister for 
colleges and universities, an- 
nounced November 26 that the 
province would cut grants from its 
aid program, but make more money 
available for loans. 

The government is making $800 
million available for students next 
year, up S 1 30 million from this year. 

Students who qualify for more 
than $5, 570 in loans will get abreak. 
Any money owed over the $5,570 
limit will be forgiven. 

But some students say that won’t 
be much of a break, because last 
year, students received an average 
of only $4,861 in grants and loans 
combined. 

Allen also announced that tui- 
tion fees in Ontario would increase, 
by $60 at colleges, and $132 at uni- 
versities. This contradicts the 
government’s 1990 pre-election 
promise to freeze tuition fees. 

Ken Craft, chair of the Ontario 
Federation of Students, said Allen 
should resign. 

“I wouldn’t be heartbroken if he 
left,” Craft said. “This government 
seems hell-bent on dismantling the 
post-secondary education system in 
Ontario.” 

But Allen said the government 
has had to deal with a fast- growing 
demand for student aid, and asharp

The first task of the new union 
will be to call a general assembly

Ontario Treasurer Floyd 
Liughrenannounced Thursday that 
provincial funding for colleges and 
universities will be capped at 1992- 
93 levels for the next academic year. 
The government had promised a 
two per cent increase in funding for 
the 1993-94 academic year. 

Dave Wells, student council 
president at Brock University and a 
member of the Ontario Under- 
graduate Student Alliance said he 
thinks switching to prcdominantly- 
loansstudent aid program willdcter 
people from attending colleges and 
universities. 

“If people perceive that they’ll 
come out with a huge, huge 
debtload, there will be a decrease in 
interest in attendingcollcgeor uni- 
versity,” he said. 

But Allen said when the govern- 
ment held meetings with focus 
groups, and consultants they found 
students would rather make an in- 
vestment in post-secondary 
education than not have access to it. 

The decision to cut grants came 
after months of agonizing, said 
Richard Jackson, manager of policy 
and communications for the min- 
istry of colleges and universities. 

Fie said the government had to 
decide between funding fewer stu- 
dents, reducing the amount of 
money available for each student, 
or spreading the amount of money 
available between more students. 

“This was the best possible bal- 
ancebctwccntheneedsof students, 
and the province’s ability to fund 
them," Jackson said.

Trevor Kelly was a 43 year old Rastafarian, the fifth black man to be 
shot by Montréal policeinfiveyears.Hewas killed by police last Friday. 

Police sources maintain that he lunged at the two officers with a 
knife while hurling verbal insults, but other witnesses say Kelly did not 
have a knife, and was doing nothing more than walking across the 
street. 

Theyalso say that Kellychangedhisdirectionwhenhesawthepolice 
driving toward him. The police turned around and drove slowly beside 
him, speaking to him. Neighbours say that he was telling them to get 
lost. The police had been to Kelly’s apartment earlier, and left just 
before Kelly went out for his walk. 

Granted, Trevor Kelly was no angel. He was scheduled to appear in 
court on charges of assaulting an officer, and had a lengthy criminal 
record. But this is irrelevant. Kelly was alone on the street and posed no 
threat to the officers. He did not deserve to be shot for expressing his 
desire to be left alone. 

There is also confusion in the official version of events. 

How was Kelly shot in the back if he was lunging at the police with 
a knife? If police had visited him earlier at hisapdrtment, what need was 
there for them to intimidate him later on the street? What need was 
there for police to visit Kelly at all, considering he already knew he was 
scheduled to appear in court? Why won’t the police release the names 
of the officers involved — and why are those officers still patrolling 
Snowdon? Would Kelly have been shot if he had been white? 

Yesterday’s release of the forensic report proved the bullet that 
killed Kelly entered his back. The police are sticking to the story that 
Kelly was lunging at them, but they look more and more culpable of a 
conspiracy. Backing up this possibility are neighbours Ricardo Forbes 
and Paul Scott who overheard the officers saying the area was too quiet 
and that they wanted action. 

There was no need to visit Kelly. Names aren’t being released 
because police protect their own. The officers are still at work because 
they have to make a living. And if Kelly had been white, he might very 
well still be alive. 

The public must demand that investigations into these matters be 
done by an independent tribunal — not the S.Q. (as in this case). 
Guidelines for the use of force must be dearly outlined — how much 
and when? Officers who violate these must be dealt with. 

Allegations of racism in Montréal’s policeare rife. Violence appears 
to be their means of keeping black people in their perceived place.

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Possibility of Cégep fees still up in the air 



Parliamentary commission concludes nothing

Cégep fees are still undecided, 
following the parliamentary com- 
mission on the future of cégeps, 
finishing December 18. 

Although tuition fees for cégep 
students will not be introduced now, 
the parliamentary commission’s 
report offered no guarantee tuition 
fees wouldn’t be imposed in the 
future. 

The commission was called on 
the 25th anniversary of the start of 
the Cégep system, and was held in 
the during November and early 
December. The commission heard 



from over 80 student, labour, busi- 
ness and governmental groups. 

“Even those in favour of the idea 
(tuition fees) don’t believe it is the 
right time to send such a restrictive 
message,” said Lucienne Robillard, 
head of the commission in her clos- 
ing remarks at the commission. 

Robillard’s closing remarks also 
suggested those students whogradu- 
ate behind schedule might be 
financially penalized. Currently only 
a third of those who complete the 
Cégep program do so on schedule. 



André Gagnon, member of the 
executive of l’Association National 
des Etudiantes et Etudiants du 
Québec, said he is almost certain 
universal tuition fees at the Cégep 
level will eventually be imposed. 
Gagnon said because a provincial 
election is near, the government is 
reluctant to impose such an un- 
popular measure. 

“Ifthe Liberals are re-elected, they 
will undoubtedly impose tuition 
fees,” said Gagnon. “This commis- 
sion has simply reinforced the 



government’s original intention.” 

“If the Parti Québécois was 
elected, Cégep tuition fees would 
probably not be imposed for a few 
years,” added Gagnon. 

Cégeps are currently costing the 
provincial government over S 1 bil- 
lion per year. 

Robillard said she wants to en- 
courage businesses to take a more 
active role in funding cégeps in or- 
der to partially alleviate the 
cash-strapped Cégeps. 

But Gagnon said depending on 



business charity will not help Cégeps. 

“Businesses will contribute only 
to those areas they benefit directly 
from," said Gagnon. “To insure 
Cégeps get money they can use, the 
government should impose a busi- 
ness tax.” 

In addition to the grim prospect 
of tuition fees, Robillard also in- 
tends to update the curriculum by 
cutting humanities and phys ed 
courses in favour of arts, maths and 
sciences. 

"We are wondering about the 
necessity to maintain the current 
numberofrcquiredcoursesintho.se 
fields,” said Robillard. 




Beware the pollster 



polling companies defend their record

Everybody from your grand- 
mother to your high school 
history teacher told you not to 
trust polls, yet when new figures 
pop up in the 
morning paper, 
you’re likely to 
accept them with 
bemused indif- 
ference. 

But now that 
prevailing atti- 
tudes have it that 
corporate people 
are evil, polling 
companicsthcm- 
selves are coming 
under firefor hav- 
ing their own 
agenda when do- 
ing polls. 

Bob Rae’s 
Ontario NDP 
government was the victim of 
preferential poll reporting in fall. 
A polling group reported that 
Ontarians were overwhelmingly 
not in favour of pro-labour legis- 
lation. 

But the poll, financed by the 
campaign workingagainst the leg- 
islation, had actuallyaskc d people 
what they would prei'c govern- 
ment spend time o;. labour 
relations reform or getting the 
economyon track. Ofc^i-rse, they 
chose the economy. 

According to Michael Sullivan, 
a senior vp of Décima Research, 
incidents such as this are rare. 
Reputable polling groups have 
formed a national association 
which maintains market research 
standards for all members. These 
provide for questions to be asked 
in a straightforward way, and re- 
ported in that manner. 

Angus Reid’s Senior vp, John 
Wright, gets angry whe you sug- 



gest Angus Reid’s polling ques- 
tions might be selective. “We’re 
not there to manipulate, or we 
couldn’t be here for long.” 

He maintains that polls only 
measure people’s attitudes at a 
given point in 
time, and don’t 
actually change 
anybody’s 
mind. 

“TV, news 
and speeches 
sway people, not 
polls,” he said. 

Sullivan said 
people should 
not to look at 
numbers in iso- 
lation, and that 
context is the 
keyin interpret- 
ing a poll. 

Lori Stevens, 
press secretary 
for Bob Rae, said that on the 
whole, polling companies are 
reputable. She said that people 
should examine the wording of 
polling questions, and that if the 
question leads to a certain an- 
swer, disregard that poll. 

“You can get people to say 
anything you want them to say by 
the way you word the question,” 
said Stevens. 

She added that when it comes 
to election day, a collection of 
recent polls in someone’s head 
isn’t going to have enormous sig- 
nificance. What they feel about 
an issue is what’s going to influ- 
ence their decision, she said. 

“You shouldn’t put that much 
that much importance on polls, 
people are going to change their 
minds in the polling booth 
anyways,” said Stevens. 

Wright added that newspapers 
must share part of the blame for 
selectivelyreportingresultsof polls.

Few Mohawk language speakers 
remain in Kahnawake — study 

Language use on the rise, say community leaders

A study published in December 
shows that only 10 percent of 
Kahnawake residents speak Mohawk. 

The results have some Mohawks 
worried for the language’s survival. 

But many are hopeful that this will 
increase interest in learning the lan- 
guage. 

“It’s an eye-opener to a lot of peo- 
plewhowerenotawareofhowserious 
the problem is,” said Rita McCombcr, 
a member of the Council of Elders 
which is overseeing attempts to pre- 
serve the language. 

“Now they realize they have to do 
something about it,” she said. 

Thestudy, authored by Geraldine 
Standup for the Kahnawake Band 
Council, outlines a number of sug- 
gestions for preserving the language. 

The suggestions concentrate on 
increasing the number of places 
Kahnawake residents can go to hear 
and speak the language. T'hey include 
having more Mohawk on the local 
radio station, preparing educational g 
materials for immersion classes, and o 
starting a drop-in centre for those f 
who want to practise. 5

Elders is meeting today to discuss P 
options for funding these proposals, j 

The study indicates a marked 5 
jump in the number of speakers in § 
the under-20 age range — a reflec- 
tion of an emphasis on teaching the 
languagetochildren.especiallyinthe 
last five years. 

ButStandupsaida major obstacle 
will be getting parents to speak the 
language around their children. 

“Most people are busy making a 
living and don’t have the time to 
learn Mohawk,” she said. 

One way of getting around this 
will be encouraging children to meet 
with community ciders, amajorityof 
whom still speak the language, said 
McCombcr. 

An earlierstudy by Bertha Joseph 
for the Assembly of First Nations 
found that Mohawk (in both 
Kahnawake and Akwesasne) was in 
decline, with half the adults and 
fewer children able to speak the 
language. 

Joseph said the main problems

part of both the government and 
community members. 

She said the government’s em- 
phasis on preserving French has led 
to a lack of funds to purchase materi- 
als for immersion courses. 

“It boils down to the fact that in 
the 1867 constitution there were only 
considered to be two founding na- 
tions, and First Nations people were 
expected to choose between these 
two,” she said. 

She credited community mem- 
bers’ reluctance to learn the language 
to residential schools, in which na- 
tive children were forced to speak 
English and often forgot their own 
language. 

“The lack of will among commu- 



nity members is generally attributed 
to the treatment older generations 
received, particularly in residential 
schools, where they were taught that 
First Nations language and culture 
werevalucless.Now, thegovernment 
is reinforcing that attitude,” shesaid. 

“We’ve been so inundated with 
the English around us that it just 
seemed natural to speak it,” said 
McComber. 

All agreed that the loss of the 
Mohawk language would be a disas- 
ter. 

The spirit of the people exists in 
language, and once the languagedies 
so does the spirit of the people,” said 
Standup. 

“If we lose the language we’ve 
pretty much lost our culture,’’ said 
McComber.

The emaciated monochrome 
goths that littered the eighties' 
alternative scene with nihilism and 
bad hair cub are not going to be 
impressed with this album. Daniel 
Ash's sunken features and distinc- 
tive hairspray crow's nest pictured 
on the cover are the first clue that 
the ex-Love and Rockebfrontman 
and Bauhaus guitarist is trying to 
cash in on a safe market. 

This is Ash's second solo al- 
bum, and his furthest departure 
from the successful formula that 
propelled him through the last 
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Kurt Ralske, heart and soul of 
Ultra Vivid Scene, is still stalking 
the elusive "winning formula." 
This is the New Yorker's third 
release since 1988 when he was 
signed to the British alternative 
collectable label 4AD. 

The sound has matured some 
in. the last four years — moving 
away from the gloomy self indul- 
gence that guaranteed his last 
album's obscurity and concen- 
trating instead on the energetic, 
guitar based alternative sound 
that is becoming a college radio 
staple. 

For a rock based sound U.V.S. 
is a testament to Kurt Ralske's 
restraint as a musician. In a me- 
dium that is becoming known for 
screaming guitar solos and break- 
neck riffs played out of key, Kurt's 



decade. Unlike his moody, intro- 
verted first album, this offering is a 
"dizzying celebration of life's perils 
and pleasures." Fortunately it's not 
as bad as it sounds. 

Ash's proven ability with the 
six string and his overwhelming 
desire to show off have resulted in 
some excellent underground rock. 
Unfortunately he's cashed in quite 
a bit of his underground credibility 
for a down and dirty rock ap- 
proach that doesn't do his fan 
base any favours.

rial, on the other hand, has 
elemenbof 1 2-barblues, big band 
jazz and Seattle hardcore, all piled 
onto the atmospheric sound 
washes that were his 80's trade- 
mark.

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Mae Moore and Bohemia at Club Soda

Just before McGill students fled 
away for their holidays, singer/ 
songwriter Mae Moore showed 
up at Club Soda supporting the 
release of her second album Bo- 
hemia. 

Released last October, Bohe- 
mia is a major departure from 
Moore's previous album 
Oceanview Motel. Her former 
straight-ahead rock and country 
approach (at times sounding like 
the Pretenders) has been aban- 
doned for an atmospheric, 
textured sound. 

Accompanying the musical 
shift, Moore has also changed her 
look. The Mitsou-esque facade 
which seemed to embody some 
of the worst of the 80's fashion 
trends (zippered pockets in full 
view) is out. Instead Moore sports 
lumberjack shirts and short hair. 

Moore has been a marketable 
dream for her label CBS/Sony, 
slipping into several stylistic for- 
mats. She has been featured as a 
"rising star" on the CBC televi- 
sion program The Country Beat, 
and Mix 96 presented the con- 
cert. Journalists have reviewed her 
work alongside Leornard Cohen 
and Neil Young. 

Sounds pretty mainstream, 
huh? 

But she has transcended her 
bubblegum past— the crowning 
moment of which was her co- 
writership of the Loverboy tune 
"Heaven in your Eyes" (which 
was used in the Defence Depart- 
ment propaganda flickTop Cun). 

Moore stole away to Sydney, 
Australia, and immersed herself 
in the artistic community there. 
She met up with Steve Kilbey, 
memberof The Church, and wrote 
and demo-ed a number of songs 



with him. She worked on de- 
veloping a newvocal style that 
was more suited to the new 
material. 

"I felt it wasn't necessary to 
shout to be heard," she said in 
an interview with TheCountry 
Beat. "I felt that this vocal style 
really played to the songs a lot 
better. I can say the same 
things or express myself 
through a softer approach 
rather than a more aggressive 
vocal style." 

The final result, Bohemia 
(the album), proved that the 
pairing with Kilbey was wise. 
His strong production styling 
and musical contacts (both 
G.W. MacLennan of the Go 
Betweens and Peter Koppes of 
The Church play on the al- 
bum) made fora strong record. 

In order to take Bohemia on 
tour, Moore borrowed Sarah 
McLachlan's support musi- 
cians, a solid group of 
performers who sadly surren- 
dered distinctiveness for 
finesse. 

The concert reflected 
Moore's new laid back ap- 
proach: calm and smooth. 
Rather than starting with a 
bang, her show more closely 
resembled the tide rolling in. 
She spoke seldom, but appre- 
ciatively. 

"This is great — you're all 
so close, you're right there. 
I'm glad I didn't wear a dress!" 

The opening tune was Bo- 
hemia (the song). Unlike the 
studio-crafted album track, 
which was reminiscent of last 
year's cover of L.L. Cool J's "I 
Need Love" by Luka Bloom (Tr 
808 ticking away to softly 
strummed acoustic guitar and 
spoken vocals), the live ver- 
sion sounded a bit thin. 

Despite the conscious lack 
of pizzazz, Moore proved to 
be a strong vocalist, confi- 
dently articulating her 
melodies with a clear, pure 
tone. But it was on stage that 
the gulf between her old and 
new repertoire was most ap- 
parent. 

The band tended to shy 
away from playing different 
styles and held a middle 
ground. The overall sound 
hinted at Blue Rodeo, 
Hammond Organ swells 
eminating from a twirling Leslie 
speaker cabinet, underpinned 
by a drummer too funky for 
his own band. 

It will be interesting to see 
what Moore does on her third 
album, again unleashing the 
power of a studio at her dis- 
posal. Perhaps Bohemia will 
be a launching point for hon- 
ing her creativity further afield 
from pop restrictiveness.

B is for Bad Brains, beat and ballistic

Bad Brains' last release was 
ini 990. With that album, The 
Youth Are Getting Restless , the 
band's titanic energy, their sig- 
nature since the '70s, was 
intensified. 

The band were pioneers of the 
hardcore sound. It's a mix of dirty 
funk and high-velocity rock made 
smooth by roots reggae. This 
comes from "versatility with lis- 
tening. We incorporate the things 
we love", explains Bad Brains. "I 
feel successful. Living Colour sell 
records for us, the Chili Peppers 
opened for us but..." Without 
question this is a seminal band, 
highly influential, of cult status 
and internationally recognized. 

So why has their steamrolling 



success been so stalled? 

Perhaps the problem was one 
of band unity. "We've experi- 
enced problems of keeping 
ourselves together." Recently ex- 
throat HR has been replaced by 
Israel Jordan I. Bad Brains are 
thankfully readjusted and primed 
with this newsinger. "Israel didn't 
answer our classified ads or any 
of that. He was introduced to us 
by a common friend and 
auditionned. We knew he was 
right through the chemistry and 
soul". 

Israel jordan lisabitof aspring 
chicken compared to the rest of 
the band, but these seasoned 
ambassadors of exotic electric 
hardcore attest that "age has no 



bearing, it's a tribal thing, it's 
vibe." Indeed, Bad Brains has re- 
mained consistent of spirit, always 
creating from the heart forward. 

Respect for the band has been 
garnered through theirmusicbut 
also through their unshakable 
attitude. "We didn'tsitdown and 
say what we were going to do. 
We wouldn't be able to play with- 
out a purpose, our music isn't 
reactionary." 

From the word 'go' Bad Brains 
have been arresting ears and tear- 
ing into unguarded spirits. Bad 
Brains were even banned at one 
point and forced to leave their 
hometown of Washington D. C. 
after a disastrous outdoor con- 
cert where the authorities came 
down with the fist and with the 
law. 

But Bad Brains still have an 
appreciation for their D. C. roots. 
"All around you is the Pentagon 
and all the people running for 
Congress are so into each other. 
I used to go to the sex shops 
looking for hardcore gear cause 
they were the only people who 
had it and I would always see 
these suits there. People think 
they're angels. They're the most 
corrupt ones around. They built 
the whole foundation on sand 
and it's going to collapse." 

Ron St. Germain (known for 
his work with Soundgarden and 
Living Colour) may or may not 
continue as their producer. Still, 
their new release, due in 1993, 
will surely build upon their repu- 
tation as the independent, angry 
outcasts of culture that Bad Brains 
are.

The Statement of Principles 

The following is the Daily’s current Statement of Principles, which sets out the objectives of the paper, as defined 
democratically by staff. While the Daily is no more ‘biased’ than the commercial media, at this paper there is no hidden 
agenda. 

Though large newspapers support the power structures from which they profit, this policy is never outlined to the 
general public. It is primarily this commitment to honesty which sets the Daily apart from the commercial press. 



1) The fundamental goal of the McGill Daily shall be to serve as a critical and constructive forum for the 
exchange of ideas and information about McGill University and related communities. 

2) Within this optic, the staff of the Daily recognizes that all events and issuesare inherently political, involving 
relations of social and economic power. Further, we recognize that at present power is unevenly distributed, 
especially (but not solely) on the bases of gender, age, social class, race, sexuality, disability and cultural identity. 

We also recognize that keeping silent about this situation helps to perpetuate it. Instead, to help correct these 
inequities, to the best of its staffs abilities, the Daily should depict and analyse power relations accurately in its 
coverage. 

3) As an autonomous student newspaper, relatively free from commer- 
cial and other controls, the Daily can best serve its purposes by examining 



issues and events most media ignore. 

In particular, it should deal with the role post-secondary education 
plays in constructing and maintaining the current order. It should also 
assist students and other groups working for change, within a critical 
framework, with the aim of empowering and giving a voice to individuals 
and communities marginalized on the bases of the criteria mentioned in 
paragraph 2.2. 

The Daily’s methods should be both educative and active, as deter- 
mined democratically by its staff. 

4) Finally, we recognize that the Daily must remain accessible to the 
student commtnity it comes from, and should abideby an ethic of fairness 
(as defined by the Canadian University Press code of ethics) while main- 
taining its autonomy.
